The Statistics Administration Uzbek SSR reports that the third-quarter 1950 
gross -production plan was fulfilled 10? percent ty industry within the Uzhek SSR, 
including 103 percent hy Union enterprises and 107 percent hy Union-Republic, Re- 
public, and local enterprises. The production volume in the third quarter I950 
increased 23 percent over the third quarter 19h9, including 27 percent for Union 
enterprises and 18 percent for Union-Republic, Republic, and local enterprises.

Uztek industry was considerably short of fulfilling the plan for decentralized 
production of spare parts for tractors and agricultural machines. The republic com- 
pleted kk percent of the pleji for spare parts of tractors and 35 percent of the plan 
for spare parts of agricultural machines. 

Construction projects of the Uzbek SSR completed 64- percent of the third- 
quarter plan for capital construction, Conpared with the third quarter 1949, the 
volume of capital construction in the third qxiarter 1950 increased 6 percent.

The Ministry of Construction Materials Industry Uzbek SSR increased the vol- 
ume of capital construction 71 percent over the third quarter 1949, the Ministry 
of Food Industry Uzbek SSR 4l percent, and the Ministry of Meat and Dairy Industry 
11 percent; however, all of these ministries did not meet the third-quarter 1950 
capital- construction plan. 

The Ministries of Light Industry, Irrigation, Communal Economy, Health, Educa- 
tion, and the Main Administration of Local Fuel Industry, also failed to meet the 
capital-construction plan . 

The Tashkent Railroad System completed 94 percent of the third-quarter loading 
plan, including 98 percent for petroleum products, 91 percent for coal, 115 percent 
for cotton fiber, and 157 percent for raw cotton. Loading operations during the 
third quarter 1950 increased 5 percent over the third quarter 1949* 

The Tashkent Railroad System failed to meet the plan for railroad car turn- 
around. 

The Plant imeni Kaganovich completed 86 percent of the plan for capital and 
medium repairs of locomotives. The Ministry of Automobile Transport Uzbek SSR 
exceeded the third-quarter plan for passenger transport, but' was considerably 
short of the plan for freight hauling. Con^ared with the third quarter 1949, 
freight hauling increased 23 percent, and passenger transport increased 57 percent. 

The republic as a whole completed 97 percent of the third-quarter • plan for 
retail commodity turnover, including 96 percent for the retail trade system and:'^ 

101 percent for public eating enterprises.
